Attack Chunchon Area 
American jet fighters rocketed 
and machinegunned the Chunchon 
area as the tanks rumbled down 
the last mountain pass into the val­ 
ley. 
On the East Coast South Korean 
units were officially placed within 
8 and one-half miles of the old 
border between North and South 
Korea. Patrols may have reached 
or crossed the imaginary line. 
AP Correspondent Tom B rad­ 
shaw reported from the Central 
Front that United Nations troops 
were unopposed by the vanishing 
enemy. He said armored patrols 
were probing the area between the 
main Allied lines and Parallel 38.

Of course some years you may 
win with a long-shot and get a crop 
from an early planting of a tender 
crop because of an exceptionally 
warm spring. If you w’ant to figure 
the odds against this kind of chance 
taking, you may estim ate that the 
risk of losing tender plants is ex­ 
actly doubled, when they are set out 
two weeks before the frost-proof 
date. 
There is nothing to be gained, 
moreover, by taking this risk with 
plants which have been started in­ 
doors, since they may be seriously 
injured by a hard frost which does 
not kill them, and always do best 
when they continue growing with­ 
out a check.

For lo the winter is gone, 
The flowers appear on the 
earth.

While, by way of comparison, 
there's an excited Easter Rabbit 
who looks on the wonders of 


Spring with wide-eyed apprecia­ 
tion as he exclaims: 


HOORAY—It s Easter* 
Buds are P O P P IN ’ on the 
bough . . . 
Spring's just around the 
corner now! 


The answer, it seems, is that 
Easter comes unusually early— 
March 25— this year. 
In 
fact. 
Easter arrives .iust four days 
after the Vernal Equinox, b e ­ 
ginning of Spring, on M arch 21 
Historically, Easter is the S u n ­ 
day following the first full moon 
of Springtim e—a formula cal­ 
culated on an ancient lunar cal­ 


endar dating back to th e Old 
Testament. 
Easter card illustrations have 
captured most of this excite­ 
ment.

It’s the time of year w hen 
fashions and flowers arc talked 
about everyw here. T hus ou t­ 
door scenes appear m o re often 
on the 1951 Easter cards than 
ever before. 
Church attendance, of course, 
reaches its peak while commem­ 
orating 
the r e s u r r e c t i o n of 
Christ And most Americans, say 
publishers, 
prefer 
an 
Easter 
greeting that is illustrated with 
religious scenes or symbols» 


Do you live in a city apartment, 
but buy the garden magazines, and 
read the garden articles in your 
newspaper? Then this is written for 
you. 
Your interest in gardening is deep 
seated, and you wull be happier if it 
can be satisfied. Why not try a win­ 
dow box garden this spring? 
This is the type of garden which 
everyone can grow', whether he lives 
in a suburb or a city. It will serve 
two purposes, first to decorate the 
house you live in, and what is even 
more important, it will satisfy to a 
surprising degree your desire to 
grow' things. 
To get this satisfaction, you must 
give serious attention to selecting 
the plants to grow, preparing fertile, 
porous soil, and if possible growing 
your own plants from seed. It will 
be an excellent beginning to con­ 
struct your own window box, which 
can easily be done from the diagram 
herewith. 
For a standard single window, a 
box 3u2 feet long, 8 inches deep and 
10 inches wide is a good size. But 
measure your w'indows and make 
boxes to fit. 'Where larger or multi­ 
ple windows demand greater length, 
the other dimensions must be larger 
in proportion, or single boxes may 
be provided for each w’indow in a 
group. 
Think of the box as a decoration 
of the house; make it of a suitable 
size and a color to match the house 
color or trim. The flowers should be 
chosen to furnish a contrasting, yet 


harmoniorfs color accent. Thor* A a 
wealth of suitable varieties from 
which to choose. 
Rich soil, of the type which Hot ; As 
call potting soil, must be used for 
window boxes. Because there is so 
little of it to feed the flowers, it 
should be well fertilized. A table­ 
spoonful of chemical plant food for 
each square foot of soil should be 
used. 
For the annual flowers, at least six 
fiours of sun a day is necessary and 
this requires a south window. The 
best subjects are those of dwarf or 
trailing habit, the latter drooi ing 
festoons of bloom from the box* s. 
Petunias of the balcony type are ex­ 
cellent, as are the tall nasturtiums, 
the giant morning glorit s. Dwarf 
petunias, marigolds, ageratum, cal- 
liopsis, annual pinks, lobelia, dwa f 
morning glories, phlox, and zinnias 
can be grown. 
Boxes which spend most of the day 
in shade offer a special problem. If 
the shade is that of a building, per­ 
haps only foliage plants can b< 
grown, such as ferns, fancy leaved 
caladiums, crotons. rubber plants 
and other florists’ subjects. 
If there is some sun, begonias will 
probably do well. 
Impatiens, the 
Zanzibar balsam, bearing flowers of 
salmon or rose on bushy plants 18 
inches tall, are excellent in semi­ 
shaded places. Violas thrive in par­ 
tial shade, and the list of flowers 
which will do well increases as the 
amount of sun is enlarged.

Do you live in a city apartment, 
but buy the garden magazines, and 
read the garden articles in your 
newspaper? Then this is written for 
you. 
Your interest in gardening is deep 
seated, and you will be happier if it 
can be satisfied. Why not try a win­ 
dow box garden this spring? 
This is the type of garden which 
everyone can grow, whether he lives 
in a suburb or a city. It will serve 
two purposes, first to decorate the 
house you live in, and what is even 
more important, it will satisfy to a 
surprising degree your desire to 
grow things. 
To get this satisfaction, you must 
give serious attention to selecting 
the plants to grow, preparing fertile, 
porous soil, and if possible growing 
your own plants from seed. It will 
be an excellent beginning to con­ 
struct your own window box. which 
can easily be done from the diagram 
herewith. 
For a standard single window, a 
box 3hj feet long, 8 inches deep and 
10 inches wide is a good size. But 
measure your windows and make 
boxes to fit. Where larger or multi­ 
ple windows demand greater length, 
the other dimensions must be larger 
in proportion, or single boxes may 
be provided for each window in a 
group. 
Think of the box as a decoration 
of the house; make it of a suitable 
size and a color to match the house 
color or trim. The flowers should be 
chosen to furnish a contrasting, yet 


harmonious color accent. There is a 
wealth of suitable varieties from 
which to choose. 
Rich soil, of the type which florists 
call potting soil, must be used for 
window boxes. Because there is so 
little of it to feed the flowers, it 
should be well fertilized. A table­ 
spoonful of chemical plant food for 
each square foot of soil should be 
used. 
For the annual flowers, at least six 
hours of sun a day is necessary and 
this requires a south window. The 
best subjects are those of dwarf or 
trailing habit, the latter drooping 
festoons of bloom from the boxes. 
Petunias of the balcony type are ex­ 
cellent, as are the tall nasturtiums, 
the giant morning glories. Dwarf 
petunias, marigolds, ageratum. cal- 
liopsis, annual pinks, lobelia, dwn.f 
morning glories, phlox, and zinnias 
can be grown. 
Boxes which spend most of the day 
in shade offer a special problem. If 
the shade is that of a building, per­ 
haps only foliage plants can be 
grown, such as ferns, fancy leaved 
caladiums, crotons, rubber plants 
and other florists' subjects. 
If there is some sun, begonias will 
probably do well. 
Impatiens. the 
Zanzibar balsam, bearing flowers of 
salmon or rose on bushy plants 18 
inches tall, are excellent in semi- 
shaded places. Violas thrive in par­ 
tial shade, and the list of flowers 
which will do well increases as the 
amount of sun is enlarged.
